CHURCH PLANS NEW COLLEGE. 


Independent Catholics Will Found an 
Institution for Missionaries and 
Operate a Periodical. 


Bishop Anton Kozlowski, head of the Inde- 
pendent Catholic Church in Chicago, has 
authorized the establishment of a branch 
church among the French-Americans in 
this city, also a missionary college and 
periodical, all to be under the direction and 
control of the Rev. Dr. Leon Bouland. The 
objects as set out in a decree issued yester-

Anthony’s Home, Frankfort street, near 
Robey, which is now nearing completion 
Bishop Kozlowski and Dr. Bouland are 
working to begin operations withjn the next 
two weeks. 

Dr. Bouland was born and educated in 
Paris. For five years he was a missionary to 
Africa with the late Cardinal Lavigerie.

He founded the French Catholic Church in 
Boston in 1880, and in 1881 was appointed

The 
action of the jurors was wholly unexpected, 
as Edgar, with a dozen followers, had ap- 
peared in the jury chamber to testify against 
two men whom he had accused of attempting 
tobribe him. His evidence was heard only in 
part when the jurors determined to shift the 
justice from the post of prosecutor to that of 


session to the case, the preferring of formal 
charges was voted. Robert Volkmann, 1085

LABORERS TRY TO MOB THUGS. 


Attack P. B. Gleason and Are Chased 
by His Employes—Police Protect 
Them with Revolvers. 


Three thugs narrowly escaped being 
mobbed by thirty men whose employer 
they attempted to rob yesterday afternoon. 
They were chased over a mile and at length 
surrendered to the police to escape the fury 
of their pursuers.

With these dramatic words, spoken calm- 
ly, Richard Honeck, self-confessed murderer 
of Walter Koeller in his room at 880% Ful- 
ton street on the night of Sept. 2, pleaded his 
story before Judge Baker yesterday, and 
sought to secure clemency. But two hours 
before from the same chair Herman Hund- 
hausen, Honeck’s accomplice, had heard his 
own sentence read, condemning him to twen- 
ty years’ imprisonment in the penitentiary. 
Immediately after Hundhausen had been 
taken back to his cell in the County Jail 
Honeck, the leader the murder con- 
spiracy, was arraigned, and heard Assistant 
State’s Attorney Smith read the confession 
which he had made to the police. His re- 
cital of the story occupied the entire after- 
noon session. 

Seeks to Prove Insanity. 

It was heard by spectators who filled the 
courtroom. The prisoner sought in part 
to prove the statement made by his counsel, 
Attorney McGovney, that insanity would be 
the plea of the defense. In a straightfor- 
ward manner he told of his career, and the 
climax marked the close of a statement 
strange and dramatſe. As he spoke of his 
brother’s spirit: the young murderer half 
arose, his eyes flashed, and his words hushed 
every sound in the crowded courtroom. The 
dime novel air was noticeable in the speak- 
er's every act. 


Honeck's Story of the Murder. 
When I was a little boy, about 6 years 
old,” he began, “I had a brother, Henry, 
whom I loved with all my heart. One night 
Henry came home with his face cut and 
bleeding. I remember he said he had been 
attacked in.a saloon and had been cut with 
beer bottles. I remember how I went to the 
blacksmith shop where Henry was employed 
the next day and how he took me in his 
arms. His face was scarred and I cried. I 
don’t know why, but I thought even then 
that Henry would be killed. It was not long 
after that when one night I heard shooting 
on the street in the little Town of Herman, 
where we lived. A few minutes later I heard 
screaming in our own house. I was fright- 
ened and covered my head with the bed 
clothing. My sister came running into my 
room and got some cloth from a bureau. I 
asked her what the matter was, but she did 
not reply. I could hear my mother weeping. 
After awhile my sister came to my room 
again and told me Henry had been shot and 
was dead. I fell back on my pillow. I 
don't know how long I remained there. After 
awhile I got out of bed and went to the 
room of my mother. She was moaning. My 
father and some of my sisters were there 
trying to comfort her. They did not see me 
at first and I sat on a little trunk and wit- 
nessed the grief of my mother. 

They told me to go to bed as soon as they 
saw me. As I walked down the hall to my 
room I staggered. I was weak. I finally got 
down on the floor and crawled into my room. 
Henry, my brother, had been murdered. I 
slept no more that night. aS. 
Well, I remember the day of the funeral. 
In.memory I can see myself now as I stood 
beside that coffin. They lifted me up to take 
a last look at the face of my brother. It

Writes an Open Letter in Re- 
ply to Bryan’s Charge 
of Militarism. 


SHOWS NATION'S DUTY.

PERIL IN UNPREPAREDNESS. 


General Charles F. Manderson of Ne- 
braska has addressed to E. J. Hainer. alsa 
of Nebraska, an open ‘letter in reply ta 
William Jennings Bryan's charge of militar- 
ism. No man in thé country is more fully 
equipped with data and statistics on this 
question, and the letter will be found most 
interesting and instructive. 


General Manderson used his best endeavors 
to secure legislation looking toward an in- 
crease of the efficiency of the infantry branch 
of the service. The single battalion forma- 
tion was obsolete and of no value. The only 
countries that held to it were the United 
States, China, and Persia. The three-bat- 
talion formation was essential owing to the

ing rifle that would kill at 2,000 yards 
rapid-firing cannon and rifles had come into 
use as well, and the close, single battalion 
and double rank formation was suicidal, and 
as much belonging to the past as the Mace- 
donian phalanx.

In his letter General Manderson recites

Incident to this 
power is the duty, rather than the right, ta 
provide for and support the only means by 
which domestic tranquillity can be insured. 
the common defenges provided for, and the 
rights of the nation maintained. Thearmed 
force thus to be supported must be of num- 
ber sufficient, with equipment commensu- 
rate, with guns, implements, and ships’ oi 
war enough to accomplish the purposes for 
which it is designed. Its discipline should be 
perfect and its training exact. It must be 
prepared in times of peace to meet the dread 
ordeal of war, and frequently war is pre- 
vented by the fact of such preparation and 
readiness.”’

Anson P. Atterbury, who is the pastor of 
the Park Presbyterian Church in New York, 
can find little good in the Mohammedan re- 
ligion, especially as it is exemplified by those 


who are succeeding as missionaries in Africa. 
The Mohammedans are blamed for extend- 


ing the slave trade, but the Christian mis- 


sionaries are not accused of being respon- 
sible for the liquor trade that follows in their 


wake. 

Mr. Atterbury realizes the success of the 
Mohammedans in Africa and seeks to ex- 
plain why their missionaries are so much 
more successful than are the Christians in 
the same field. It is because of the elasticity 


in the African type of Mohammedanism, 


which seeks control rather than conversion 
and political power rather than individual 
change of heart and life, he says. The effect 
of the religion on the people is extremely 
deleterious, and Mohammedan control is 
characterized by injustice, incapacity, moral 


degradation, and neglect of the proper func- 


tions of government. Forma! profession of 
Mohammedanism is gccompanied by moral 
degradation in many respects throughout 
many tribes. 

The omy way in which to combat the in- 
fluence of Mohammedanism in Africa is by 
the Christian religion, and Mr. Atterbury 
does not regard the-t&sk as formidable, de- 
claring that if Afra is opened for commerce 
Christianity will follow and Islam will fall 
before the advance. The railroad in Africa 
is the preliminary solution of the problem 
and the Cape to Cairo railroad meets with 
his warmest approval. The great solution

Jane Dupuis had married a physician twice 
her age and of whom she remarked in the 
opening confidences: “‘ It is only home-made 
men who really care for their wives. These 
university products lose sight of matrimony 
in the wonderful vistas they get of mos- 
quito life through the microscope.”  . 

Cornelia had aspirations and ambitions, 
but all she really achieved was a dinner 
party and a book. She was the anonymous 
author of the World Woe,” a novel which 
created a great sensation and which brought 
to the writer many enthusiastic letters of 
praise.

ple market was quiet and relatively easy. 
Northwestern receipts were ht at 798 
cars, against 1,106 a week ag and 1,402 a 
yearago. Primary receipts in the aggregate 
were one-third less than last year. Clear- 


ances were fair at 498,000 bu. The Argentine

Futures closed ir- 
regularly „d higher to d lower, but spot 
corn in Liverpool was off „d. The fact 
that receipts for three days were over a 
million bushels was, perhaps, sufficient ex- 
planation for the liverpool decline. One of 
the pit features was the disposition shown 
to realize in the vicinity of 33c for May. 
The May range was from 33 bid to 82%c. 
Shorts covered early and were responsible 
for making the best prices of the day, 


Counselman was a free seller. On a frac- 


tional copcession in lake freight rates a 
big cash business was done. It was figured 


as high as 500,000 bu, with charters for this 
quantity. Clearances were heavy, at 502.- 


000 bu. The clearances for some time have 
compared favorably with total primary re- 
receipts. Local arrivals of 739 cars were 
considerably below the estimate. 

Provisions kept within a narrow range 
and were influenced to some extent by grain. 
Local receipts of hogs were 7,000 greater 
than expected and this, with a concession 
in prices at the yards, made the tone easy.

Liverpool recovered a 
decline of 3d onlard. Western markets had 
74,800 hogs, or 5,000 less than a year ago. 

Slight reactions took place in oats, trade 
being practically dead as far as outside 
orders were concerned. The loss was barely 
lec, except in May, where the downward 
movement was ale. The entire market 
followed corn in its slight advances and re- 
actions, but was much active. Local 
receipts were 379,500 bu and. shipments 333. 
900 bu. The movement on the correspond - 
ing day a year ago was 374,400 bu and 504,- 
000 bu respectively. Contract stocks, 886,- 
000 bu, decreased 30,000 bu for the week.
